AS ever objeéted againft, can never be 
Confuted, that we have no want of Labour for 
our Hands in England ; but on the contrary, 
we want Hands for our Labour. 
From this it will appear, That all Laws, A&s 
_ of Parliareent, or Contrivancesto find the Poor 
-Work,.are Empty ill-grounded Speculations, 
_and deriv’d from'the > pad atui of thofe Mens 
_ Brains,- who fancy to elves, that our Poor 
want Bufinefs. . 
__ (If there'was one Poor Man in England, more 
_ than there was Work to Employ, either fome- 
body elfe muft ftand ftill for him, or he muftbe 
Starv’d;. if another Man fiands ftill for him, ‘he 
wants a Days Work, and goes to’ feek it, and 
by confequence fupplants<arother, and: this a 
‘third; and this Contention brings it to this: 
No, ({ays the Poor Man shat u& like to be pus out 
of bis Work) ratber than shat Man fall come in, 
Fl doit Cheaper : Nay, (fays the other) bug 1° 
fo it Cheaper than you :: And thus one Poor Man 
“wanting, but 4 Days Wark, would bring down 
~ the Price of Labour in_a whple -Nation-; fer the 
“Man cannot Starve, and will work for any thing 
‘father than want it. 
Suppofe any particular Manufa&ure, and 
foppofe now in the Weaving of Ribbons, or a- 
‘BY thing elle, for it will hold in all Trades.

So that Begging is a meer Scandal in tne ge- 
neral; in she Able, *cisa Scandal upon their Ia- 
duftry, and in the Impotent, ’tis a Scandal upoa 
the Country. te 

Nay, the Begging, as nuw praétis’d, is a 
Scandal upon our Charity, and perhaps is. the 
foundation of all our prefent Grievance 
How can itbe pofhible, that any Man or Wo- 
man, who being found ia Body and Mind, may, 
as’tis apparent, have Wages for their Work, 
fhowld be fo Bafe, fo meanly {pirited, as to 
beg an Alms for God’s fake Truly the 
Scandal lies on our Charity, and People have 
fuch a Notion in England, of being Pitiful and 
Charitable, that the Encouraging Vagrants, 


‘and by a miftaken Zeal, do more Harm than 


Good. 

This is a large Scene, and much might be 
“Hd upon it; J fhall Abridge it as much as pof- 
fible The Poverty of England, does 
tot lie among the Craving Beggars, but among 
Peor Families where the Children are Nume- 
rous, and where Death or Sicknefs has depriv’d 
them-of the Labour of the Father ; chefe are 
the Caufes that the Sons and Daughters of Cha- 
rity, if they would order it well, fhould feek 
out and Relieve 5 an Alins illdireéted, may be 
Charity to the particular Perfon, but becomes 
en Injury to the Publick, and no Charity to the 
Nation. As for the Craving Poor, I am per- 
fwaded, I do them no wrong, when I fay, that 
if they were Encorporated, they would be the 
Richeft Society in the Nation; and the Reafon 
why fo many pretend to want Work is, that 
they can live fo well, with the pretence of want- 
img Work, they would be Mad to leave it, and 
Work in Earneft ; and [ affirm, of my own 
Knowledge, that when I have wanted a Man 
for Labouring Work, and offered 9 s. per Week 
to Strouling Fellows at my Door, they have fre- 
quently told me to my Face, they could get 
more a Begging; and I once fet a Lufty Fel- 
low in the Stocks for making the Experi- 
ment. 

I fhall, in its proper place, bring this to a 
Method of Tryal, fince nothing but Demon- 
ftration will affeét us; "tis an eafie matter to pre- 
vent Begging im England, and yet to Maintain 
all our Impotent Poor at far lefs Charge

When Queen Elizabeth had gain’d her-Point, 


asto the Minufaétures in England, fhe had tair-— 
ly laid the Foundation, fhe thereby found out 
the way, how every Family might live upon 


their own Labour, like -a Wife Princefs, fhe 


knew *twould be hard co force People to Work, 


when there was nothing for them to turn their 


Handsto ; but as foon as fhe had brought the 
Matter to bear, and there was Work for every 


Body that had no mind to Starve, then fhe ap- 


ply’d her felf to make Laws to oblige the Peo- 
ple to do-this Work, and to Punifh Vagrants, 
and make every one live by their own Labour. 
all her Succeffors follow’d this Laudable Exam- 
ple ; and from hence came all chofe Laws againft 
Sturdy Beggars, Vagabodns, Stroulers, &¢.; which 
had they been feverely put in Execuron by 
our Magiftrates, *cis prefum’d, thefe Vagrant 
Poor had not fo Encreas’d upon us, as they 
have.

Aad it feems ftrange to me, from what jaf 
Ground we proceed now upon other Methods 5 
and fancy, that ’tis now our Bufinefs to find 
them Work to Employ them, rather than to” 
oblige them to find them‘felves Work, and go 


about it. 


From this Miftaken Notion come all our 


Workhoufes and Corporations ; and the fame — 


Error, with Submiffion, I prefume was the Birth 
of the Bill lately depending, which enables eve- 
ry Parifh to Ere&t the Woollen Manufa@ure 
within it felf, for the Employing their own 
Poor. 

’Tis the Miftake of this Part of the Bill only, 
which Iam Enquiring into, and which J endea- 
vour to fet in a true Light. 

In all the Parliaments fince the Revolution, 
this Matter has been before them, and I am 
juftify’d in this Attempt, by the Houle of Come 
mons, having frequently appointed Commit- 
tees, to receive Propofals upon this Head. 

As my Propofal is General, I prefum’d once 
to Offer it to the General Body of the Houfe!; 
if I am Commanded to Explain any part of it, 
I am ready to do that, or any thing that may 
ferviceable to this Great and Noble De- 

ign.

Without entring into a long Differtation of 
the Morality of the Fourth Commandment; - 
and how far it is, or isnot to be obferv’d, with 
an outward Femifh and Literal ExatnefS, when, 
and at what Hours it begins or ends, or which 
er what Days, or if a Day, or no, is to be obfer- 
ved, the Opinion of the Society is contain’d in 
the following Heads, which all People are to 
Believe or Difpute as they pleafe. 

1. Part of our Time is to be Dedicated to the 


ft Service of God, and the Example of his own 


Command, whether literally obliging, or not, 
is alarge Hint, that fuch a part of Time as is 
there allotted isreafonable, and was then agree- 
able to his Will. 

2. Whatever part of. Time we pretend. to 
Dedicate to God, ought to be kept Holy and 
Separate, fuitable to the firft Inftic tion, asa. 
Reft from Labour, and Sanétify’d to Divine Im- 
ployment. 

3. The Time being Unprefcrib’d in Scripture 
Senfe, fince the coming of him, who is Lord of 
the Sabbath, that Time, that by Confent of a 
Nation is legally fet apart for the Worfhip of 
God, is the Legal Sabbath to that Nation, and 
no Man can difpenfe with the Obligation of ob- 
ferving it, without a Breach of the Law, which 
every Man is bound (Points of Conjcience onl 
excepted) toSubmit toand Obey. 

4. Ifany Man, from meer Scruple of Confcienco, 
cannot comply with the Day fo Legally Infti- 
tutedy he is, without dowbt, neverthelels ae 

ge 
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ed to Abftain from Labour on that Day, in O- 
eoieace te the Laws of the Land, and toavoid 
Scandalizing er Offending the Weaker Chri 
ftian, 

. Such’Man feruplitg ht Day, and obfer- 
it another Day a tke Exadnefs, is, in De- 


ference to the,Soveraignty of Confcience over it 


Hunian, Laws, tobe Tolerated.or Conniv’d at; 
but he that Objeéts againfte Day: as a Day: of 
Warlhip, in order Prophanely to neglect all 
manier_of Religious Separation of Time, ought 
to be reftrain’d ag a Criminal, becanfe the Laws 
of the Land, commanding things lawful, ought 
to be Obferv’d and Enforc’d. 

As to the Cafe in hand, whatever the Pre- 
tence, whatever the Injury or Damage pretend- 
edto your Trade, you are moft certainly in the 
wrong, for the following Reafons. __ ; 

1,. You own “tisagainit-your-Confcience, and 
that alone isabove all other Arguments, direét- 
ly againft you. ; 

2. You have {mall re{peé to your Contcience, 
and lefs Faith in your Great Provider, that you 
cannot venture lofing your Trade, and believe 
he will fad fome way to fupply you in a.Contci- 
entious Adherence to what you know a Duty. 

" 3s. They. cannot -believe, if you tell any of 
your Cuftomers, your Confcience forbids you 
Working on that Day,oratiuch Hours, that any 
Englifh Protestant, of what Church foever, would 
Difrefpeét you on that Account, or Abandon 
your Shop for that reafon. 

4. Atlaft if he fhould, an Offence againft 
your own Confcience is to be avoided at all Ha- 
zards, whichis a Thetis of Divinity too plain to 
be deny’d, and which the Society leave to the 
Mafters of the Text to maintain ; to whofe bet- 
ter Inftru€ions. they remit your Enquiry. 

He Supplement, Nv: s. deing in the Prefs, 
the Gentleman, who was. Marry’d by a 
Romifh Prieft, will fiid his Queftion there An- 
fwer'd, it being too long for the Single Papers ; 
and as the Society think he is too hafty to tax 
them either with want of Good Nature or 
Manners, by the Delay ; they hope it may be 
to his Satisfaétion, and chat they fhall have no 
gccafion to Complain of the Breach of his Hus 
nour.
